Indian Who itnew Its Ijoentlon Died 
YeMts Ago With IIU»«ecret. 

New York, Nov. 25. — After being 
lost for 75 years the "Nlnety;Nlne" 
silver mine, Once famous through the 
whele Catskill region has been found 
again. At least that Is the belief of 
J. C. Poole, a mining expert of Trcn 
ton, N. J. He di.seovered a cuve in 
the heart of the Shawanguiik motin 
tains, not far from Ellenville, Ulster 
eounty. N. Y., which expoees a wide 
vein of peculiar ore. Numerous es- 
say* show h^vy value In sllVer, lead 
and other mlniuals. 

The mine takes name from a Wa- 
warslng Indian named Neopakiptie, 
but better known as "Ninety-Nine." 
The Indian lived near Sockanlsaing, 
and was accustomed to come among 
the 8«tt1ers of the valley with chunks 
of almoHt pure lead and stiver, which 
he exebanKed for proviHiims. He said 
he duK the oie in a cave In the Slia- 
wangunk mountains. A white man, 
Ben De Puy, succeeding In persuading 
"Ninety-Nine" to lead hitt to the oave 
with eyes tightly bandaged. DePuy 
returned with tales of a wonderfully 
rich ledge. He -Jid not succeed In 
finding tlie mine a,i;nin. Iiowevei-. and 
"Ninety-Nine" ifled with his secret. 

BAY ED A S HIP. 

By PliingInK Into the Water Aft.r m 
SI ray Torpedo. 
New York, Nov. 25. — Charles Hergh, 
boatswain of the submarine torpedo 
boat Fulton, performed a most re- 
markable feat of daring at New Suf- 
folk, i;. I. It was shortly after he left 
the Fulton, after beinr; under water 
In the bubniarine boat all night. .\ 
fierce gale was raging and the tide 
was so high that there was three feet 
of water in the streets of New Suffolk. 
Three large sloops had been driven 
ashore before the gale and the crowd 
of spectators on the Holland Torpedo 
Boat company's wliarf noticed what 
appeared to be a large pile driving to- 
ward the C. B. Bransford, sr., one of 
the sloops that was ashore. The Ful- 
ton's crew recognised that the drift- 
lag object was a whitehead torpedo 
dummy weighing 840 pounds. They 
saw It when it was less than oO feet 
from the sloop, which It would have 
completely wreclted. Bergh though 
hampered by his overcoat and rubber 
boots. Jumped' overboard, fought his 
way to the torpedo, reached it in time 
to prevent: it striking the Bransford, 
and steered It safely ashore. It had 
been floated from the wharf by the 
high tide. 

Strikers Start Another Camp. 
Earllngton. Ky., Nov. 25. — True to 
their tnreat to maintain the camp at 
Nortonvllle, the union miners erected 
another tent Monday on the site of toe 
camp which Judge Hall broke up Sun- 
day. The leaders, Rooney and Reed, 
who were at Nortonvllle, were not ar 
rested, end Artie Oats, who had com- 
mand of the camp, oscaped after ar- 
rest. The re-establlshment of the 
camp In so few hourii was a great sur- 
prise. The ui^on ami are aald to be 
relyllit on Judge-eldct Olrenk to again 
permit the camps In Hopkins county 
after January 1, although Judge Glv- 
ens announced that he will stringently 
uphold the law. Some of the local 
coal companies who have not already 
done so are taking st^pe to secure for- 
eign charters and get under the pro- 
tection of the United States eoarta.

Plttsburr. Not. 25.— Pour persons 

were l)nrnrd to <leath and two serious- 
ly injured in a tire which destroyed 
the residf-U'c' of J. C. iMiller in Knox- 
vlllc, a suburb of this city. 

Rose Miller, 23, was terribly burned 
and died, on the way to the hospital; 
Amelia lllller. M; Amanda Miller, 1«, 
and Sylvia Miller, 9, were suffocated 
by smoke. 

J. C. .Miller, the father, jumped fioin 
second story window. His leg was 
broken and bruised but he w ill rec ov 
er. Mrs. Miller was badly burned and 
is on verge of nervous prostration. 

Two other daughters, aged 11 and 
13 years, escaped without Injury. 

The fire was eaui^ed l)y the oldest 
daughter. Hose, pouring kerosene in 
the stove to start the Hre for breaii 
fast. The oil in the can ignited and 
the explosion which followed, scatter- 
ed the burning oil over the room. The 
flames spread so quickly that Mr. Mil- 
ler was forced to jiimii from tlie sec- 
ond story window after rescuing his 
wife and two of his younger daugliterj'. 
The bodies uf the other daughters 
were found in the ruins after the Are 
was extinguished, Mrs. Miller was 
just recovering from a severe illness 
and is alir.est disfiarHd over tlie tei 
rible aftair. Fears are entertained 
that she will not survive the shock. 

Brute Bumid a Woman. 
Chicago, Nov. 26. — Annie Van Ilroth 
died at the county hospital from burns, 
said toliave been Inflicted by Andrew 
Boland, who lived in the same house 
with her. According to the ante-mor- 
tem statement made to the police by 
Miss Van Broth, the couple had been 
Quaireling. She declared Holand be- 
came so angry that he removed tlie 
globe and chimney from the lamp in 
the house and then attempted to burn 
her face with the flame. She cried 
out for help and struggled to save her- 
self. Her dress ( aught fire and in an 
instant she was a mass of flames. 
Alarmed at the res\ilt of his action, 
the woman said. Butand attempted to 
extinguish the flre and was severely 
burned Blmself. Two other roomers in 
the house heard Miss Van Broth's 
cries and notlfled the police. An am- 
bulance removed Miss Van Broth and 
liolaiid to the county jail hospital, 
w here he informed the police That the 
affair had been meant as a juke. Later 
he said it was an accident The po- 
lice do not believe either of bis state- 
ments and will hold him pending t'ue 
result of the coroner's Inquest.

People Take Kefiige In I'nrle SamV 
SMpfr-Aaotber Battle. 



Colon, Colombia, Nov. 26.— The gov 
ernment troops are attacking the Lib 
erals at Culebra. The result so far is 
not known. The governi.ient gunboat 
Oeneral Hinzou left her anchorage 
close to the other warships, and Is re- 
ported to be landing troops on the 
north end of Colon. There Is much 
commotion in the streets. People are 
seeking lefuge on board the United 
States gunboats Mariettit and Machius. 
along the railroad and on the piers. 

Transit aci-oss the istlimus has been 
stoppefl. Marines from the United 
States battleehip Iowa at Panama 
have been landed to protect the rail- 
road and are now on line where the 
fighting Is going on. 

There is no J\ibilation which is evi- 
dence that the Liberal army Is not ad 
vanclng toward Panama. It Is report- 
ed to have been defeated at Matcutn 
by General Alban's command. The 
latter is said to be pushing on Colon. 

At a conference held on l)oard the 
British < i iiiser Tribune at whu h den 
eral Ignacio Feliaco. Senor i)e i,a 
Rosa, secretary of General Diaz and 
the commanders of the foreign war- 
ships were present, the general agreed, 
at the request of the naval command- 
eis and on the ground of humanity, 
having in view tlie large foreign popu- 
lation of (,"olon. not to land troops here 
or oj). II flie on the town before 6 
li o'rl<)( k Friday evening. 

The Colombian gunboat General 
Pinzott Is badly off for provisions and 
the commanders of all the warships 
agreed to supply lu'r with tlie neces- 
sary stores The gunboat has not yet 
returned to Colon and her whereabouts 
Is unknown. 

Report That Liberals Were Routed. 
Washington. Nov. 25. — Mr. Herran, 
charge d' affaires of the Colombian le- 
gation received the following cable- 
gram from Acting Governor Arjona, 
dated at Panama, Nov. 26: "Rebel 
army completely defeated at Cuelbra 
and Emperador; governor marc hed 
last night upon Colon. Trafitc inter 
rupted yesterday, but will be re-estab- 
lished today." Mr. Herran earlier In 
the day received a dispatch from the 
acting governor of Panama stating 
that Oeneral Alban had started wiib 
a considerable Rr)vcriiment force to 
operate against Colon and IJnea. It is 
the expectation of the Colombian au- 
thorities to combine this land move- 
ment with that of the force on ;)oard 
the gunboat Pinson and thus be able 
to recapture the town of Colon. The 
Colombian autlioililes here !in\e tint 
been advised of the purpose lo ^.;m- 
bard Colon. The action taken by tae 
United States in landing marines and 
protecting the line across the isthmus 
is in conformity with the wl^b^s of 
the Colombian government and follow 
siiecinc request recently niau« mi 
Herran. 

Protecting Isthmlhn Transit. 

Washington, .Nov. 26. — The tjnited 
States government has taken charge 
of the istliniian transit. A dispatch 
received at the navy department from 
Captain I'erry of the battleship Iowa 
at Panama reports that fact. Captalc 
Perry says General Albaa with 800 
men is fighting the Liberals on the 
line near Empire. Transit Is in dan- 
ger of interruption. Captain Perry 
has landed with a detachment Lf m<.n 
from the Iowa and baa started with a 
train to clear transit and also to es- 
tablish detachments of men td keep it 
so. Commander McCrea of the Mach- 
ias at Colon cabled the navy depart- 
ment of the approaching bombard- 
ment of the town and asking for in- 
structions. He has been Instructed to 
take such steps as he dems necessary 
for the protection of American Inter- 
ests at Colon. While no speci9c state- 
ment is made as to details of this in- 
struction, it is understood that it 
leaves discretionary with Commander 
McCrea the prereatlott of a bombard- 
ment. 

Liberal Defeat Confirmed. 

Was.i.ngton. Nov. 2'>. — The state de- 
partment has received confirmation of 
the reported defeat of the Liberal 
troops by the Colombian government 
troops. This came in a cablegram 
from Consul Oeneral Gudger at Pana- 
ma, in whi^h he said that flte railroad 
is now unobstructed and that the gov 
ernment forces liave been \ictorious 
over the revolutloiiliits. He furtlicr 
reports that the blue jackets from the 
Maehlas have gone Inland and now oc- 
cupy a point midway of the Isthmus. 

Mrs. oTle Not Yet~Ar7aigned. 
New York, Nov. 25.— Mrs. Elisabeth 
Howe Dale, who Is detained in custody 
in a hospital at HobokeA. N. J., pend- 
ing InveetlfKtlon as to the de*Ui of 
her little daughter, was iBflt to be ar- 
raigned In court Monday. She Insists 
that her husband. Harvey 8. Dale of 
Chliugo, will not appear against her. 
Dale was expected to reach Hoboken 
Monday but thus far the poUoa author- 
ities harl rdceived no response to any 
of the nniidrbua telegniifas sent him, 
asking him to come Waller, who is 
charged with living in improper rela- 
tions with Mrs. Dale, was glTra a hear- 
ing In the evening.

— In connection 
t.itli Wueeii Wiilic'lmina's illness the 
following paiticulars have been pub- 
lished: Before his marriage Prince 
Henry lived for a time at a pace be* 
yond his means and, as a consequence, 
fell Into the hands of money lenders. 
Tlie delfts he ( ontraeted in those days 
were to be settled after his marriage 
with the rich young queen, and quite 
recently Henry made a clean breast of 
the matter to her. 

Upon learning all the particulars. 
Queen Wilhelmina declined point 
blank to pay her consort's del)ts, the 
result being that a very violent sceae 
took place between them, which end- 
ed in Henry rushing away to Germany 
and \rnhelmlna being»taken lU. 

It is said that only the most implor- 
ing telegrams sent to him by the 
queen's mother, (iueen Emma, indue- 
ed Henry to return to HoMand. The 
queen's motlier Is anxious to preserve 
appearances at least. Since his re- 
turn to Holland, Henry has not been 
once to the palace where his queen is.

Tiie Tragedy at Mentone. 
.\lentune. .\ov. 2.'i.— Scvei al city of 
ficials was shot oy M. Oislni. one .^f 
the councillors, at the Roquebrune 
town council meeting. After violent 
discussion Orsini drew a revolver aad 
fired at M. Brigllano. the mayor, who 
was dangerously wounded in the abdo- 
men. A sei oiui sliot sti iicli M. SIgout, 
the deputy mayor, who was mortally 
wounded and who died Sunday. Ur- 
slnl was seized by a policeman, but 
freed himself and sprang down the 
stairs, again firing his revolver and 
slightly wounding another councillor. 
The crowd outside scattered and Or- 
sini escaped. In tli" narrow streets o{ 
Roquebrune he met the Ijrother of ttie 
mayor and 'fired once more, wounding 
him in the face. He got clear away 
and has probably crossed the Italian 
frontier. The town Is seething with 
excitement and requiem mass cele- 
brated for the deputy mayor was larg.-- 
ly attended, it is supposed the motive 
of Orstni s deed was Irritation regard- 
ing some municipal improvements op- 
posite the mayor's private house.

COAL COMINO. 



Big Sbipueot Now on tbe Way Frta Pltts- 
larg — Slrar Nawa. 

As a result of heavy rains along tbe 
atraama above Pittaborg, a stage of ten 
foot was expected there by this morning 
and it was thought it might go even 
bigbar. Along tba Monongabela there 
waa a very heavy rain and snow, tbe 
snowfall at places amounting to twenty- 
one inches. Coal men and manufacturers 
are confident of being abl* to practically 
clear tbe Pittsburg bartxtr on this rise of 
the vast amount of freight accumulated 
during the past four or five months, thus 
relieving greatly the oongoatloa on the 
railroads. Full TO.OOO.OOO bushels of coal 
were awaitiag shipment, and tbe move- 
ment of manufactured Iron and stael will 
be greater than ever known before. Be- 
tween 30,000 and 40,000 tons of steel rails 
will come out destined for tbe Uould 
lines, tbe Missouri Pacific, tbe Texas 
Pacific and Iron Mountain roads. In ad- 
dition, about 12,000 tons of cotton ties 
and a heavy shipment of misoellaneotu 
merebaadlaa aro expected to be sent 
South. To transport this unusual ton- 
nage it la aatimated that seventy steamers 
and from 900 to 1,000 boata and barges 
will be required. Much of the coal is en 
routb by this time, and the lleet ought to 
paaa bara by Thnrsday, if not delayed.
